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Response to Arguments 

Amendments after final filed on May 4 2009 is hereby acknowledged. Examination 
on the merits has ended. It should be kept in mind that applicant cannot, as a matter 
of right, amend any finally rejected claims or add new claims after a final rejection 
(37 CFR 1.116). In the response, the applicant has amended claims 1 (including 
"and adhered to" and "is pre-weathered on the heat-absorbing side") and claim 14 
(including "at opposite edges") with no justification. The addition of these limitations 
changed the claims and would require further consideration or search. Additionally, 
the applicant has failed to provide good and sufficient reasons why the amendment s 
are necessary and were not earlier introduced (37 CFR 1.116(b). Therefore, the 
amendments will not be entered. 

Applicant's argument that his invention would reflect less heat than prior art has 
been considered but it is not persuasive since Applicant failed op provide any 
evidence for the claim. 

Applicant's argument that his invention would be more efficient than Deakin's 
has been considered but it is not persuasive since Applicant failed to provide any 
data to substantiate the assertion. 

Applicant's argument about the references seem to suggest that each reference 
is expected to teach all the limitations of the various claims. However since only 103 
rejections were made it is the various combinations of the references that disclose 
all the limitations of the claims as discussed in the rejections.
